The Market Price always has and muſt be the Standard 
Price of all Commodities. And the Price of the Markets 
from London to Newcaſtle, and in ſhort all England over, 


greatly exceeds the Rate you fix it at. We conſider our 
Corn, Gentlemen, as our Money; and that we have a 


Right to demand your Aſſiſtance whenever a Sett of aband- 


oned Rioters attempt to rob us of it. We conſider your 
Letter as the mere Opinion of private Gentlemen; a bare 
Compliance at that Inſtant with the Outrage of an over-bear- 
ing Mob: But ſhall not give up our Claim to your Aſſiſt- 
ance as Magiſtrates; tho' we aſk and inſiſt upon a greater 
Price for our Corn, We have as much Feeling as any other 
Sett of Men for the Diſtreſſes of the Poor, but think it hard 
that the very People who fecd them, ſhould be alone expoſed 
to their Fury. We don't refuſe ſelling our Corn, Gentlemen, 
we only differ about the Price. Tis Money therefore the Poor 
which wants, in order to purchaſe them the Neceſſaries of Lite, 
---This, we know, the Nobility, the Clergy, the Gentry, the 
ſubſtantial Tradeſmen, can {pare far better than the poor Te- 


nant, who will hardly obtain a large Remittance of his Rent 


from his Landlord, by producing your Letter, and pleading 


the Neceſlity of complying with it for the Want of your Pro- 
tection. The Days are longer, the Weather milder, the 
Wages greater, and Work more caſy to be had than after 
the Hard Winter, when Corn was at a higher Price. Yet 


no Riots then aroſe. The Magiſtrate executed his Function 


_ as uſual, and the real Poor were aſſiſted by their more wealthy 
Neighbours. And if you think, Gentlemen, as indeed we 
do, that many indigent, induſtrious Families deſerve your 
Compatiion, (from whence we exclude all inſolent and au- 
dacious Robbers) we preſume that publick Bencfactions on 
ſuch Occaſions, are the moft becoming Methods to maintain 
the Laws, to ſupport Property, and relieve the Diſtreſſes of 
our Fellow Creatures. Do You, Gentlemen, in Behalf of 
ſuch as truly merit your charitable Attention, ſet us a bright 


Example, and we will not be backward in our Contributions, 
according to our poor Abilities. The Farmer then will call 
you his Friend; the Poor will bleſs you; and Order and 


Government will be reſtor d. The Mob appealed to your

night at Melle, when ſome Farmers were robb'd of their Corn, 


on their Refuſal to ſell for Ten Shillings a Buſhel. M. B. No
